The Cleveland Museum of Art’s Wednesday Evening Festivals continue through August, featuring 
music, food, and these five films from Hungary which complement the exhibition Nineteenth- 
Century German, Austrian, and Hungarian Drawings from Budapest. Since the 1960s, when the 
earliest of these films were made, Hungary has moved slowly from bleak stagnation bom of 
repression to a more hopeful time of economic growth and relative freedom. Three films focus on 
Communism and/or the aftermath of World War fi: The Red and White (1967) examines the 
indiscriminate cruelty of both sides during the 1918 Russian Revolution; Father (1966) mdAngi 
Vera (1979) both explore the average Hungarian’s difficulty in fixing his or her social and personal 
bearings during the late 1940s. The two remaining movies, made later, lyrically convey the wry 
historical perspective of recent years. A Hungarian Fairy Tale (1987) follows a young orphan of 
the 1980s as he tries to discover his fictional past; in My Twentieth Century (1990), two twins react 
to a fast-approaching future at the turn of the last century. All these movies chronicle the evolution 
of the historically volatile Hungarian society has evolved over the course of the 20th century - and 
how five of its great filmmakers understood those changes.

boy who fantasizes about his father, who died at the end of WWII before the two could get to know 
one another. 

Wed/Aug 10, 7:30 pm Angi Vera, 1979, color, 96 min. Directed by Pdl G^bor. Poignant tale of an 
impressionable young woman in 1948 Hungary who falls for her group leader at a Party school. 

Wed/Aug 17, 7:30 pm The Red and the White, 1967, b&w, 92 min. Directed by Miklds Jancsri. 
Virtuosic staging and serpentine camerawork capture the dramatic shifts in power between Red 
soldiers and White guards fighting in 1918 Russia. 35mm ‘scope print. 

Wed/Aug 24, 7:30 pm A Hungarian Fairy Tale, 1987, b&w, 97 min. Directed by Gyula Gazdag. 
An orphan boy searches for a fictitious father in this poetic fable of life in contemporary Hungary. 

Wed/Aug 31, 7:30 pm My Twentieth Century, 1990, b&w, 100 min. Directed by Ildiko Enyedi. 
Two young women, bom as twins in 1880 but separated as infants, take different paths through the 
technological wonders and sociological phenomena of the early 1900s. Winner of the prize for Best 
First Film at the 1989 Cannes Film Festival. 
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
